U.S. WEATHERS STORM 


The nation's greatest era of prosperity 
| was forecast last night by Charles G. 
Dawes, president of the Central Truet 
Company of Illinois, speaking before the 
eleventh annual banquet of the $100,000 
club ot the Illinois Life Insurance com- 
pany at the La Salle roof garden. 

Analyzing the forces of prosperity, Mr. 
Dawes pointed to the great crops, a bank- 
ing system refined through the fire of 
panics, the natural reaction from the 1913 
crisis, and the accelerating force of the 
European war. 

Mr. Dawes said Sound international 
banking would be born of the war's finan- 
cial problems. 

The speaker made his forecast of pros- 
perity conditional on the success of An 
ican diplomacy and declared confidence 
in President Wilson. 


Dawes’ Reason for Confidence. 

Let me speak of what I believe to be 
coming prosperity, Mr. Dawessaid. “I 
believe it, first, for the reason that in 
‘1913. of which you may not all have beep 
sensible, there was a liquidation of credit 
in the United States which was the most 
drastic in its financial history. 

“In seven months in 1913 the bank de- 
posits in the national banks of the coun- 
try decreased §426,000,000. In 18038, when 
there was the greatest panic with which 
most of us have come in contact, the de- 


was §$422,000,000—not so great as in 1913.

in Casualty List, 


MANY IN PRISONS 


LONDON, Sept. 21.—The official cas- 
ualty lists received here are proof that 
the battles in France exceed in violence 
and stubbornness anything since the 
struggie in Port Arthur. 

The part that British officers are play- 
ing is illustrated by the bare testimony 
of the casualty lists. Seven hundred and 
ninety-seven officers are among the 
killed, wounded, and missing, which is 4 
percentage out of all proportion to the 
losses in the ranks. One hundred and 
thirty officers have been killed, 388 have 
been wounded, and 279 are missing. Many 
of the missing probably must later be 
recorded as killed or wounded. 


Coldstream Guards Lose Most. 

The Coldstream guards have reported 
thirty-one casualties among the officers. 
The King’s Royal rifies and the Suffolk 
regiment have each had twenty-five of- 
ficera killed or wounded; the Gordon 
Highlanders twenty-three, the Munster 
fusiliers twenty-one, the Cameron High- 
landers and the Cheshire regiment each

Your husband is staying in the hospital at 
Paderborn.

RUSSIANS TAKE TOWN 


LONDON, Sept. 21.—The Russian grip 
on the scattered Austrian forces in Ga- 
licia is holding relentlessly. According 
to Petrograd advices, the fortress of Ja- 
rosiau is being bombarded, Przemysi has 


been invested, and Gen. Dankl's army, | 
which is retreating toward Cracow, has 


been surrounded. 

The capture of the town of Dubiecko, 
om the River San, by the Russians has 
cut Praemysl off from the western armies, 
so that it must now rely for defense on 
the Austrian and German army corps 
which are there.

Gen. Dankl’s Army Cut Of.

Report Austro-German Strength. 

The Morning Post correspondent at 
Petrograd wires: 

“Russian army authorities estimate 
the extreme limits of Austro-German re- 
sources in men for this war do not ex- 
ceed 6,000,000, about two-thirds being 
Germans and one-third Austrians. The 
Germans have lost in France, Belgium, 
and East Prussia, together with their 
last losses in concert with the Austrians 
in Galicia, no fewer than 1,000,000 men. 
The Austrians in their conflicts with Rus- 
sia and Servia have likewise lost an- 
other million killed, wounded, and pris- 
oners. 

“This leaves Germanys power with 
4,000,000, these to some extent made up 
of last line resources. Of these 1,000,000 
are in array against France and Britain, 
another quarter to half million are on 
the lines of communication through Bel- 
gium and occupying fortresses. The to- 
tal, therefore, now available for taking 
up positions against Russia does not ex- 
ceed from 2,500,000 to 2,750,000 belliger- 
ents.” 

Czar Honors Hero of Lemberg. 

A dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram com- 
pany from Petrograd says that Gen. 
Dimitrieff was awarded the military or- 
der of St. George for his successful re- 
sistance of the Austrian attempt to re- 
capture Lemberg. For four days and 
nights, it is said, he was fighting against 
odds of four to oné, his soldiers sleeping 
in the trenches arms in hand. Finally, 
however, they repulsed the Austrian at- 
tacks. 

Russia Knew Austria’s Plans? 

VIENNA, via Paris, Sept. 21.—The be- 
lief Is growing in official circles here that 
the Austrian reverses in Galicia were toa 
large extent brought about by exact 
knowledge held by the Russian war of- 
fice of Austria's mobilization and cam- 
palgn plans, which bad been obtained 
through an elaborate system of espion- 
age. 

The military authorities, it is claimed, 
two years ago discovered that Col. Alfred 
Red, chief of the general staff of the 
Eighth Austrian army corps, had be- 
trayed information of vital importance to 
Russia, and although it is thought prob- 
able the Austrian general staff later made 
changes in their plans, the military ex- 
perts believe the modifications would not 
have greatly affected the general basis of 
the campaign as worked out.

GERMANS INSIST BELGIANS

Official Statement Says Organized 
Attack by Civilians Caused Trou- 
ble—Many Teutons Killed.

BERLIN, Sept. T—[ Correspondence. ]— 
An official German statement on the de- 
struction of Louvain has just been given 
out. It says: | 

Belgium is officially spreading false 
representations about the occurrences 
through which the city of Louvain was 
made to suffer. It is claimed that Ger- 
man troops, having been repulsed by 
Belgians making a sortie from Antwerp, 
were fired upon by mistake by the Ger- 
man garr:aon of Louvain, and that in this 
way fighting oceurred there.

During this battle before Antwerp an 
undoubtedly organized attack was made 
upon the German troops at many places 
in Louvain, after apparently friendly re- 
lations between the Germans and the 
citizens of the town had seemed for 
twenty-four hours to be beginning. 

The attack was at first against a land- 
wehr battalion, composed of older men 
of quiet disposition and themseives 
mostly fathers of families; also against 
sections of the general staff that had 
remained in the city and upon moving 
columns of troops. 

The Germans had many wounded and 
killed. They won the upper hand, how- 
ever, owing to the arrival of fresh troops 
by rail, who were fired upon already at 
the station. 


ARE GIVEN FAIR TRIAL 


[By the Associated Press.} 

BERLIN, Sept. 7.—[{Correspondence.)— 
“A cry of indignation has been called 
forth throughout the world,” writes W.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 21.—[ Special. } 
| President Wilson delivered a sharp re- 
Duke today to those persons who have 
been misrepresenting his efforts to bring 
about peace in Europe. 

The remarks of the president were un- 
derstood to apply particularly to those 
persons who have exploited, for the ad- 
vantage of one or the other party to the 
great contest, such steps as he already 
has taken in the direction of mediation. 

Mr. Wilson regretfully admitted thet 
from none of the warring nations has he 
received the slightest encouragement to 
pelieve that a cessation of hostilities 
would be seriously considered at this time. 

This admission disposes of the rumors 
that the German chancellor’s acknowl- 
eigment of the president's inquiry re- 
" parding mediation contained some hint 
of the Kaiser's willingness to discuss 


peace. 


Will Depend on Developments. 
The president intends henceforth to 
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shape his policy regarding the proposal 
of mediation in accordance with the de- 
yelopments in the struggle in the east- 
ern hemisphere. If one side should win 
a decisive victory he would be inclined to 
renew his formal offer of mediation. 

But in the absence of such a turn of 
affairs Mr. Wilson will await some offi- 
elal intimation from one or more of the 
combatants that peace would be seriously 
considered. 

Mr. Winon hopes as strongly as ever 
that in due time the fighting powers will 
tarn to the United States with a request 
that the president exercise his proffered 
services in the interest of putting an end 
to the bloodshed and devastation. 

He devoutly believes that the prayers 
of millions of Americans on Sunday, Oct. 
i, the day appointed in his proclamation, 
will be answered in the shape of providen- 
ally inspired desires for peace on the 
part of the belligerents. 

Will Not Indicate Eagerness. 

For his own part the president feels 
that his eagerness to be of service in end- 
ing the war is well known, to the re- 
apective governments to which he ad- 
dressed his formal offer of médiation. It 
is now up to the belligerents to accept 
the offer whenever they feel so inclined, 

The president realizes that if he were to 
Keep up a continual fire of peace pro- 
posals at the quarreling powers his ef- 
forts would become undignified and 
cheapened. 

There would be danger of involving the 
United States in the suspicions with 
which the peace agitation in this country 
is viewed by the belligerente with the

DEATH EVERYWHERE. 


ROTTERDAM, Sept. 11.—{Corresponé- 
mee. IB imagining the sweep of. a 
flood tide up a broad tidal river one can 
picture the advance of the German army 
through Belgium. Now creeping, now 
racing, it defied resistance with each for- 
ward lunge. Temporarily deflected at 
such points as Liege and Namur, the body 
of it moved irresistibly forward, engulf- 
ing what it could not immediately de- 
stroy.

Civic Federation Committee Again 
Points Out Necessity of Changing 
State Revenue System. 


The Illinois tax amendment committee 
of the Civic federation of Chicago yes- 
terday issued another appeal to the elec- 
torate of Illinois to join in the demand for 
an amendment to the revenue article of 
the state conatitution.

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| HOUSE TO PASS 
WAR TAX FRIDAY 


Up in Committee Today; 
Faces a Bitter Fight 
in Senate. 


TO RAISE $105,000,000. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 21.—(Special ] 
The text of the administration war reve- 
nue bill was made public today. The 
measure will be considered and probably 
adopted at a of the house com- 
mittee on ways and means to be held 
tomorrow. 

It will come up for debate in the house 
Thursday and will be passed before ad- 
journment Friday. The bill will then 


go to the senate, where it will be made 


the subject of a bitter and probably a 
somewhat protracted debate. 

The administration bill is expected to 
raise additional revenue of 3108, 000,000. 
All of its provisions except those em- 
braced in schedule A, levying taxes on 
all sorts of commercial paper, telegraph 
and telephone messages, insurance, and 
sleeping car and parlor car tickets, will 
take effect on the day next succeeding the 
date of its passage. 


Schedule A to Run 14 Months. 

The taxes authorized by schedule A will 
become operative on Nov. 1, 1914, and ter- 
minate on Dec, 31, 1915. The rest of the 
tax levy will continue to be collected until 
the act is repealed by congress. 

Officials estimate that of the $105,000,000 
to be raised by the bill, $74,000,000 will be 


collected through the medium of the taxes 


on deer, ales, and porter, domestic wines 
and gasoline, the taxes on the business of 
brokers, dealers in and manufacturers of 
leaf tobacco, manufactured tobacco, 
cigars, and cigarets; amusement enter- 
prises, bowling alleys, and pool and bil- 
Hard parlors. 

The remaining $31,000,000 of the total 
will be derived through the reénactment 
of the greater portion of the stamp taxes 
- chedule A—applicable under the war 
revenue law of 1898. 


How Tax Is Apportioned. 

The $74,000,000 revenue that is to be 
obtained outside the stamp tax features 
ig apportioned in the following ratio: 

From beers, ales, etc., $52,000,000: from 
gasoline, $20,000,000; from wine of do- 
mestic manufacture, 39,000. 000: from the 
bankers and brokers’ taxes and the taxes 
on amusement enterprises and tobacco 
dealers and manufacturers, $12,500,000. 

In framing the bill the Democrats 
sought wherever practicable to make the 
tax collectible at the source. Their idea 
in doing this was to save the consumer 
from as much annoyance as possible. For 
example, the brewer will pay the tax on 
his product. The tax on gasoline will be 
paid by therefiner. The tax on telephone 
messages will be paid by the corporation 
performing the service. The tax on to- 
bacco products will be paid by the dealer 
and manufacturer.

BUY FIRST, NEW TRADE PLAN 


Mishawaka Man Has Scheme 
to Increase Commerce. 


WRITES A LETTER HERE. 


Urges Purchasing in South America 
Before Trying Sales. 


The Illinois Manufacture association 
received a letter from M. W. Mix, presi- 
dent of the Dodge Manufacturing com- 
pany of Mishawaka, Ind., urging the 
sending of buyers to South America, in- 
stead of salesmen, as the first step toward 
developing a South American trade. 

Mr. Mix formerly was president of the 
Indiana Manufacturers’ asbociation, His 
idea is that the question of credits, which 
has made the manufacturers and export- 
ers of the United States dubious about 
taking up the South American trade situa- 
tion, would be answered by buying from 
the countries first and then selling on 
the credit which had been established. 


Letter to Be Considered Today. 

The letter will be presented to the sub- 
committee of the foreigu trade committee 
of the association at its meeting this aft- 
ernoon. Several manufacturers have 
urged the step that Mr. Mix suggested, 
and it is possible that some action may 
be taken on the letter today. 

The letter follows: 

“My Dear Mr. Glenn: Why not send 
buyers to South America first? Send 
the salesmen down later. 

Won't we thus establish better rele- 
tions than in any other way and greatly 
simplify the problems of exchange? 

“Won't they naturally trade where 
they have the largest credit standing on 
account of taking their products? 

“This world's trade’ proposition is 
very enticing, but we do not want to 
start from the wrong end.”

The volume consists of 352 pages. It 
was compiled under the supervision of 
a committee composed of R. W. Woolley 
of Virginia, Senator Shively of Indiana, 
Congressmen Reed of New Hampanite 
and Taylor of Colorado, and R L. Met 
calf, former editor of the Commoner and 
recent governor of the Panama canal 
zone. 


Challenge to Republicans, 

The book opens with a two page chal- 
lenge in the form of twenty-four ques- 
tions, asking the Republican party which 
of the laws enacted by the sixty-third 
congress it proposes to repeal, if restored 
to power. It recites the fact that every 
one of these laws was supported by Re- 
publican members of congress.

ciling’ Complaints Pour 
on Election Board. 


INVOLVE RIVER WARDS. 


Fresh.charges of fraud, short pencil ” 
work, and general irregularities in the 
river wards in the recent primary elec- 
tion continued to pour in on the election 
commissioners yesterday in connection 
with the official canvass of the vote. 

Samuel Micen, 901 West Twelfth street, 
Democratic legislative candidate in the 
primaries, appeared before the board to 
substantiate a list of charges of fraud and 
“short penciling” which, he alleges, 
were committed in the Nineteenth ane 
Twentieth wards 


These Charges Made. 

Among his allegations, which he insists 
he will be able to prove, are: 

That men were permitted to vote 
who had moved away from the pre- 
einct. 

That the judges and clerks were 
aware that such voters did not reside in 
the precinct. ; 

That judges.ané clerks in certain 
precincts, when asked to assist illiter- 
ate persons, marked the ballots con- 
trary to the wishes of the voters, 

That “short penciling” was prac- 
ticed In a great many precincts of the 
two wards. 

Other charges were laid before the 
board. A watcher in the Nineteenth 
ward alleged that two men were imper- 
sonated at the polls and that votes were 
cast in their names when they were out 
of the city. 


Senatorial District Involved. 

What appears to the board like a big 
scheme of tampering with the returns 
has developed in parts of the Fourth, 
Fifth, Bleventh, and Twelfth wards, com- 
prising the Ninth senatorial district. 
The total vote cast for legislative candi- 
dates in the district was 22,600% 

There are but 7,100 men’s votes in the 
district, and if each man voter plumped 
three votes the total would have been but. 
21,300. . This was the highest possible to- 
tal, the board holds, that could have been 
polled in that district on the legislative 
ticket. The total vote tabulated, there- 
fore, indicates, say the commissioners, at 
least 50 more ballots voted than there are 
men voters in the district. 


Big Discrepancies Found. 

Big discrepancies between the police re- 
turns and official canvases of the votes 
in the First and Second wards were dis- 
closed. 

Alexander A. McCormick, running on 
the Republican ticket for president of the 
county board, gained 441 votes in the 
First ward canvass. 

The Second ward figures were worse. 
Hosea W. Wells, Republican candidate 
for Municipal court judge, gained 1,075 
votes on the official canvass, and J. C. 
Buckley, Democratic candidate for coun- 
ty commissioner, gained 480 votes. The 
police returns gave Wells but 549 votes in 
the ward, while the official canvass 


showed 1,624.

MALARIA IN SEPTEMBER. 
ENSON writes that if malaria 
killed one-fourth of those it at- 
tacked malaria would have been 
ended a long time ago. It is be- 
cause out of every 500 who get it

It is because of the mildness 
of the disease that theinfected individual 
tolerates it, 

As September approaches there are 
thousands of men and women who are 
badly infected with malaria, because the 
disease ia so mild that they have never 
taken the trouble necessary to be cured 
of it. 

Now the fall season finds 
some of them badly infected. Bass tells 
us that the young parasites wh'ch escape 
into the blood fluid just after the chill 
speedily perish.

The burned gas ls much leas harmful than un- 
burned gas. That which you smell is unburned 
gas. When gas logs are used generally a good 
al of unburned gas escapes into the room.

HILE the banners, the armorial 
bearings, and the nameplates of 
the kaiser and of the crown 
prince of Germany have been 
removed with some little cere- 

mony by the Garter king at arms and by 
his heralds and pursulvants from the 
carved oak stalls of the knights of the 
Order of the Garter in the ancient royal 


chapel of St. George at Windsor castle, 


those of the emperor of Austria have been 
permitted to remain. 

This discrimination tn favor of the ven- 
erable ruler of the dual monarchy is but 
another illustration of the marked lack 
of animosity on the part of the English 
against Austria-Hungary. 

All the bitterness of the British, both 
high and low, is restricted to the Ger- 
mans, and there is a sort of undefined 
leaning towards the dual empire, and 
especially towards its soreiy tried and 
chivalrous old monarch as the victims 
rather than the accomplices of Germany 
in the present war. 

Cable dispatches and also private letters 
intimate that mediators are at work with 
the object of bringing about a restoration 
of peace between Austria-Hungary and 
the triple entente independently of Ger- 
many before Italy has had time to join in 
the fray against the dual monarchy, and 
there is no doubt but what these media- 
tors, who are understood to be acting at 
the instance of the government at Vien- 
ra, will meet with sympathetic consid- 
eration not only on the part of Great 
Britain and France but even on that of 
Russia, whereas in England and in 
France all the animosity is reserved for 
Germany.

It is worthy of note that until now no 
step has been taken by King George to 
have the banners and insignia of the King 
of Wurtemberg, of the reigning Duke of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, and of the Grand 
Duke of Hesse removed from the stalls 
in St. George’s chapel at Windsor, re- 
served for hundreds of years past to the 
knights of the Order of the Garter, al- 
though both the Grand Duke of Hesse 
and the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha 
are in the field against the British and the 
French in France and in Belgium, 

The discrimination in favor of Prince 
Henry of Prussia is undoubtedly due to 
the close friendship which has existed 
from boyhood between him and King 
George, members as they both were of 
the naval profession, and also due to the 
earnest efforts which he made until the 
last with King George to evert the war. 

: — 

At the coronation of Benedict XV. a 
little over a fortnight ago, which took 
place not in St. Peter’s but in the Sistine 
chapel, there were several features which 
deserve attention. | 

One of them was that for the first time 
since 1870 the acclamations with which 
the pontiff was hailed at the conclusion of 
the ceremony were not characterized by 
anti-Italian cries of Viva il papa re!" 
(Long live the pope king!), by which title 
the occupant of the chair of St. Peter for- 
merly was known. 

Instead the cries were “ Viva fl papa 
della pace!“ (Long live the pope of peace!) 
thie being a tribute to the well known 
powers of conciliation of Benedict XV. 
and a manifestation of the universal hope 


— 

Another feature was the presence of 
one of the best known and most popular 
admirals of the royal Italian navy, in full 
uniform, in the tribune reserved for the 


During the high mass which immediate- 
ly preceded the placing of the triple 
crown on the head of the pope, three sa- 
cred wafers were used, two being offered 
to the assisting prelates before the third 
was offered a little later to the holy fa- 
ther. 

This is a practice which dates back to 
the middle ages, when more than once 
an attempt was made upon the life of the 
supreme pontiff by means of poisoned 
sacred wafers at mass. 


* 

Finally, for the first time in 300 years, 
there was no prince of the historic house 
of Colonna to figure in the ceremony of 
coronation and to take his place on the 
dais of the throne beside the holy father 
in the capacity of prince assistant of the 
holy seat. 

This office, the official title of which is 
„ stater proximus a solio pontificis maxi- 
mi.“ dates back to the reign of Sixtus V. 
avd was conferred by that masterful pon- 
tiff upon the chiefs of the two houses of 
Colonna and & Orsini of the day with the 
object of putting an end tothe wars which 
had until that time been carried on for 
hundreds of years by these two rival fam- 
ilies against each other. 

From the eleventh to the sixteenth cen- 
tury the fights between the Colonnas and 
the Orsinis constantly caused blood to 
fiow in the streets of Rome. At length, 
when an Orsini and a Colonna had so far 
forgotten the respect due to the impe- 
rious Sixtus V. as to draw their ewords 
upop each other when in his presence, he 
with the object of parting them ordered 
one to take up his position on the right of 
the papal throne and the other on the 
left. 

Subsequently, on the express under- 
standing that peace between the two fam- 
ies should thenceferth be maintained, 
he converted into hereditary dignitics 
these two positions, to the right and to 
the left of the throne, the Orsinis and the | 
Colonmas taking turns in having the place 
on the right. 

They also took turns prior to 1870 when 
the popes were still accustomed to drive 
about Rome, preceding on horseback the 
pontifical eauipage. 

If tne pope himself went on horseback 
an Orsini or a Colonna, as the chief lay 
dignitaries of the papacy, held the stir- 
rup for his holiness to mount and led the 
herse. 


— 

It there is no Colonna now to take the 
position which belongs to him by hered- 
itary right or the steps of the throne be- 
side the pope, it is because Don Fabrizio, 
the head of the family, is a senator of be 
kirgdom of Italy, a general of Itallar 
cavalry end so thoroughly identified 
with the court of the Quirinal and with 
the Italian government that he declines 
to sacrifice them for the sake of the high 
office awaiting him at the Vatican. 

Aa for his trother, Don Prospero Colon- 
na, he ig not only a senator of the king- 
dom but also mayor of the Eternal city. 

These cflces are inconsistent with that 
of prince assistant of the holy seat, and 
consequently the head of the house of 
Orsini is left alone to take his place at the 
fright hand of the pontiff on all state occa- 
siona, 

He is a handsome man of 73 and pre- 
sents an impressive appearance arrayed 
in sixteenth century costume of Diack 
silk with slashed dowbiet, black silk 
stockings, silver buckled shoes, lace ruff 
and collar, rapler with a steel hilt, etc.

Have Duped Woodmen 
of the World. 


ALLEGED LOOT $15,000.

Federal officials yesterday arrested Ed- 
ward Singer of 1210 South Halsted street 
and Dr. 8. M. Robin of 1814 South Jeffer- 
on street on charges of using the maiis 
in a scheme to defraud the Woodmen of 
the World fraternal order. The govern- 
ment is on the trail of several other 
physicians said to be implicated in the 
scheme. 


According to the charges, the defend - 
ants filed fake applications for member- 
ship in the order, filed ficitious medical 


Think $15,000 Collected. 

Postal officials in charge of the case be- 
lieve the men have collected $16,000 by the 
scheme. Dummy names were used for 
application purposes, it was said, and the 
“medical examination” consisted sim- 
ply of filling out blanks provided for the 
purpose and sending them to Omaha. 
where the head office of the order is lo- 
cated. 

The defendants, it was said, paid $1.50 
for each member they sent in to cover 
the initiation fee. They collected $8 com- 
mission for each new applicant. In this 
way, it ie charged, they netted $6.50 on 
every *“ dummy name submitted. 

The scheme has been in operation more 
than @ year, according to the government. 
Attorney Edward S. Cummings, repre- 
senting the order, has been at work in- 
vestigating the alleged fraud for several 
months. 

Held on Bonds.

Investigators Find Woman 
Who Cut Wrist Is Teacher. 


FEAR OF PENURY CAUSE. 


Name Is Esther Crawford and She 
Has Long Been in School Work. 


The woman who opened her veins and 
tried to die on the prairie near New 
Salem, Wis., on Sunday was last night 
identified as Miss Esther Crawford, a 
school teacher for the last twenty-five 
years in lowa. 

Late in the eving Miss Crawford was 
removed from Dr. William Fietcher’s 
private hospital at Salem to Kenosha. 


She was said to be weak, but out of dan- 


ger. 

Efforts to gain admission of her iden- 
tity in Kenosha failed, and Miss Craw- 
ford, known only as E. C.,“ was booked 
at the county jail on a common law 
charge of ‘attempted self- murder.“ 
There is no Wisconsin statute relating 
to suicide or attempted suicide. 


Iowa Teacher Twenty-five Years. 

From Mrs, Perrine Purcell of Missouri 
Valley, Ia., a sister, it was learned that 
Miss Crawford, who is 50 years old, had 
been a school teacher for twenty-five 
years in Iowa. Twenty years ago she 
was an instructor in the Ames agricul- 
tural school, and since that time has been 
an instructor elsewhere about the state. 

After she ‘had been taken to Dr. 
Fletcher's hospital by Frank Truax of 
Kenosha, who discovered her near death 
by the road between Camp and Silver 
lakes, Mies Orawford, still concealing 
her identity, wrote a letter to Mrs. Purcell 
in Missouri Valley. 


Prefers Death to Penury. 

Her only explanation to her rescuers 
was that she had chosen death rather 
than penury. 

Mrs. Purcell, the sister, and J. 8. 
Devell, Miss Crawford's attorney in Mis- 
souri Valley, could give no reason for her 
attempt at death. 

Several telephone inquiries at the hos- 
pital about Miss Crawford's condition 
resulted in the disclosure they were 
being made from the offices of the Library 
Bureau, 6 North Michigan avenue, Chi- 
cago. George B. Burrage, manager of 
the company, admitted he believed he 
knew whothe woman was, but refused to 
reveal her identity. He said a woman 
acquaintance in Chicago had telephoned 
from his office.

The Rev. A. f. C. Clarke, moderator of 
the Chicago Presbytery, presided and 
acted as toastmaster. Congratulatory 
addresses were delivered by the Rev. C. 
F. Wishart; pastor of the Second Presby- 
terlan church; the Rev. Edward H. Cur- 
tis, pastor of the Woodlawn Park Pres- 
byterian church; and the Rev. Edgar P. 
Hill, guperintendent church extension 
board.

But the center of interest was in the 
speech of the Rev. George A. Kilbey, once 
a colonel in the Salvation Army, now an 
ordained minister of the Presbyterian 
church and superintendent of the Chris- 
tian Industrial league.

Cleaning Wh hite Shades. 


» Please tell me what will clean white 
shades and what will take dark spots out 
of the sides and bottom of a kitchen sink?

I know of no better way of cleaning 
linen shades than washing them if they 
are badly soiled. Spots and general dingi- 
ness may be removed by laying the shade 
upon a clean table and going all over it 
with a block of English magnesia. 
Rub into every thread; cover to exclude 
dust, and leave it alone fora day. Then 
brush out the powder. If the sink is of 
tron, and rusted, scrub it with a whisk- 
broom and a strong solution of washing 
soda. Wipe dry and go all over it with 
warm olive oil applied with a flannel rag. 
Leave it on for some hours and wash 
with soda water. If the sink be of gran- 
ite ware, clean with Javelle water. Use 
it freely and rinse the sink with hot 
water when the stains are gone. 


Neighbor's Pies.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 21 —Interstate 
passenger fares, in both eastern and west- 
em territories, are to be increased by the 
yilroads in the immediate future. The 
new rates will be fixed on a basis of 2% 
gents a mile, but will vary slightly, in 
perticular cases from that base. 
Information received by the interstate 
commerce commission is that the straight 
fare between New York City and St. 
Louis, for instance, will be advanced 32. 
The fares between New York and inter- 
mediate points will be based on the in- 
crease between the two large terminals. 


New York-Chicago Fares. 

The fare between New York and Chi- 
cago Will be based entirely upon a 24, 
cents & Mile rate, and so far as prac- 
ticable, the fares between New York and 
intermediate points and Chicago and in- 
termediate points will bear a like mileage 
charge. Because of the laws of some in- 
termediate states fixing the maximum of 
interstate passenger rates at 2 cents a 
mile some difficuity is being experienced 
by railroad officials in working out the 
details of the proposed advance in inter- 
Mate rates, but it is expected that these 
dficulties may be resolved. 

The preparation of the new passenger 
tariffs now is in progress and it is ex- 
pected that they may be in readiness to 
fle with the commission by Oct. 1. The 
law requires that notice of at least thirty 
days be given of any change in passenger 
@ freight rates, so that, inany event, the 
proposed changes could not become effec- 
tive before Nov. . Experts of the com- 
Mission are of the opinion that a longer 
time probably will be required by the 
to get their tariffs in shape for filing. 


Fixing of Rates Intricate. 
Passenger tariffs differ materially from 
ht tariffs, because in each instance 
y must specify the rate between two 
pints, the charges not being based, as in 
eight traffic, upon groups of towns or 
es which take the same rates. It will 
= @ muire considerable time, therefore, to 
Vork out the details of what are techni- 
ally known as point to point tariffa. 

The determination of the railroads to 
tise their passenger fares is a direct 
result of the suggestion made by the inter- 
sate commerce commission in its decision 
on the advance freight rate Case. 

The commission expressed its belief 
that the passenger traffic of railways’ 
ought to bear its proportion of the bur- 
den and that the traveling public, which 
demands speed, safety, comfort, and 
luxury in passenger facilities, ought to be 
Willing to pay for them. Returns from 
passenger traffic, the commission found, 
were far lower than from freight traffic

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LIST 9,000 ACRES 


Be Withheld, if County 
Wins Control. 


BY HENRY M. HYDE. 

When the contest between the trustees 
of the sanitary district and the board of 
county commissioners for the control of 
the proposed great outer park system 
comes up for decision in Judge Gibbons’ 
court this morning, it ls expected there 
will be a lively fight. 

Counsel for the sanitary trustees will 
argue that the district already owns 
some 9,000 acres of land lying along its 
drainage channels, which is almost es- 
sential for the building of driveways 
leading to the proposed outer parks. They 
wili point out that the engineering and 
departments of the 
take over the work of creating an outer 


| park belt without any additional expense 


to the taxpayers. 

Their plea will be based on the argu- 
ment that the sanitary board will be 
able to manage the new forest preserve 
system more economically than any other 
body. 


Citizens Have One Point. 

The voluntary committee of citizens ad- 
vocating the creation of a forest reserve 
district to include the whole of Cook 
county, instead of merely the land within 
the boundaries of the sanitary district, 
have one great point in their favor. 

If the motion of the sanitary district 
is approved it will be impossible to secure 
for forest reserve purposes more than 
half of the 25,000 acres of wooded coun- 
try which the mayor's commission, the 
Chicago plan commission, and other 
bodies who have studied the subject 
unite in recommending should be inciud- 
ed in the outer park belt. That is be- 
cause the sanitary trustees will not be 
able to condemn or purchase any lands 
lying outside their district. 

The approval of the sanitary trustees’ 
motion will make it fairly certain that 
just as much money will be raised for 
forest reserve purposes by taxation, as 
if the whole of Cook county was included 
in the district, with no possibility of se- 
curing more than half the desired land. 


See Fatal Danger. 

The Forest Reserve association and 
the Chicago plan commission feel very 
strongly that it would be almost fatal to 
limit the outer park belt to the sanitary 
district. 

The sanitary district trustees, on the 
other hand, have no feeling on the sub- 
ject, except that they would be able to 
handle the great project more econom- 
ically than any other body. 

The fact there would be some $15,000,000 
to spend in the purchase of land and 4 
maintenance fund of perhaps 51.500. 00 
annually to dispose of would simply add 
to their responsibility. But it was a 
burden which they expressed themseives 
yesterday as willing to accept in the in- 
terest of economy and efficiency. 

Incidentally, their spokesman an- 
nounced that if the forest reserve dis- 
trict was turned over to the management 
of the county board the 9.000 acres of 
land along the drainage channels woul? 


not be available for forest reserve pur- 


poses.

WILL PRESERVE CREDIT 


J. B. Forgan, chairman of the commit- 
tee of bankers which is to underwrite 
and furnish, if necesary, $100,000,000 
gold to facilitate the reopening of trade 
and exchange relations between this. 
country and Europe, issued yesterday the 
following statement: 

“In order to understand the present 
situation in connection with the inter- 
national exchange market between this 


country and Burope it has to be borne in 


mind that exchange is itself a com- 
modity and as such is dealt in by banks 
and bankers. Primarily, exchange is 
bascd upon the transfers of commodities 
from the plece where they are produced 
to the place where they are sold. Some- 
times, however, it is based upon the trans- 
fers of money and more frequently on 
tranefers of credits. 


How Exchange Is Created. 

I any one ships money to London a 
balance is created in his favor there 
against which he can draw exchange; 
end similarly, should any one sell stocks, 
bonds, or other securities in London, he 


Une wise creates a credit balance in his 


favor there to the amount of such sale, 
against which he can draw exchange. 

“Such transactions are principally 
conducted by the customers of the banks 

who seil the exchange created by them to 
the banks. Asa rule the direct operatio 
of the banks in exchange are predicated 
upon the requirements of their cus- 
tomers. They buy from exporters and 
sell to importers, and their dealings 
among themselves are principally based 
upon surplus balances. 

“Under normal conditions exchange 
between this country and Europe has 
been largely cleared in London. That is 
to say, balances between thiscountry and 
European countries have largely been 
settled in exchange on London. 


Exchange Markets Interrupted. 

The war now devastating Euope nas 
interrupted the international markets 
for exchange and put a stop to the ciear- 
ing ‘of European transactions in London 
except to a greatiy reduced extent in neu- 
tral countries and in the countries with 
which Great Britain is allied. Besides 
this it caused the closing of practically 
all the principal stock exchanges in 
Europe and America. 

“ Before this took place, however, and 
in anticipation of it large amounts of 
American securities were sold in this 


country for foreign account, a considera- 


ble amount of which has not yet been 
paidfor. Foreign bank Dalances due this 
country on the continent are for the pres- 
ent tied up and thus eliminated from 
use. In many cases the payment of ex- 
change forwarded thither for collection 
prior to the war has not been advised 
and its fate remains in doubt. Many 
of the largest business concerns in this 
country have borrowed abroad where 
they could do so at better rates than those 
prevailing here. 


U. S. Indebted to Europe. 

“As is generally known, the city of 
New York borrowed $82,000,000 in Lon- 
don and Paris, maturing between now 
and the first of the year. The New York 
banks that have purchased the new ob- 
ligations of New York City have agreed 
to pay these obligations of the city in 
London and Paris. That has simply defi- 
nitely fixed on them the liability to fur- 
nish the necessary gold for export. 

“In addition to all this, it is known to 
those 'who have investigated the mat- 
ter that the squaring of accounts de- 
tween this country and Europe (leaving 
entirely out of account the incalculable 
amount of American securities held over 
there and confining such accounting 
strictly to current indebtedness) would 


a = disclose that this country is largely in 


‘debt to Buroſ on current transactions. 
Thie is an unusual condition at 
this season year. Our exports of 
cotton and cereals under normal condi- 
tions are relied upon for liquidation of 
our foreign debt. The war has so tar 
practically cut off the export of cotton 
and up to the present time has seriously 
interfered with other exports. 


Credit Abroad Seriously Impaired. 
“Under all these abnormal circum- 
stances it is not strange that our interna- 
tion exchange market should have been 
thrown into a chaotic condition and that 
the demand for foreign exchange shouid 
have raised the rates for it to figures 
which are practically prohibitive for or- 
dinary and legitimate business purposes. 
Much of our foreign indebtedness is 
past due and our credit abroad is at pres-

Last Few Days. 


AZBY APARTMENTS SOLD 


Transactions in large apartment house 
properties are a conspicuous feature of 
the real estate market just now, several 
notable deals of this character having 
been closed within the last few days.
